JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 19.—The 
Eupreme Court to-day again unanimously 
reaffirmed the opinion of Chief Justice 
Ganit in the mandamus proceeding by the 
St: Louis Police Commissioners against Ciiy 
‘Auditor Isaaz Mason, thus making final dis- 
position of the case. 

The Cliy Counselor did not ask .a rehear- 
ing upon the constitutionality of the law. 


but requested the court to so modify iis 
opinion as to require the Municipal Assem- 
bly to first make an appropriation so as not 
to interfere with the eity’s bookkeeping, but 
the court evidently considered thai the As- 
sembly had already ample opportunities ,to 
make the appropriation if it intended t» 
obe the law and could have made it while 
the motion was pending, for that matter. 

The plea of inconvenience is one that did 
not seem to strike the court very forcibly. 
The City Counselor said: ‘‘What are the 
city ofticers to credit to the City. Hospital 
fund, to the lighting fund, to the interest 
acoount or to the sinking fund account prior 
‘to any appropriation of these funds by the 
Municipal Assembly?’’. 3 

The answer is plain: They are to credit 
nothing to such funds. The Municipal As- 
sembly, and not thege officers, may make 
the appropriation for eves funds and whea 

ynot be used 

és. The policé paymeénis 

are to be made out of moneys in the city 

treasury not- appropriated for the specilie 

purposes above enumerated. If nothing is 

appropriated’ for sch specific. purposes, 

then there is nothing in the city treasury 
exempt from the warrant of the auditor. 

Ample oapportunity is given by the act 
to the municipal authorities to so conduct 
their affairs as not to produce an inconve- 
nience. But it is plain that the Legislature 
intended that the life and property in such 
cities should not be jieft unprotected because 
of delay on the part of the municipality to 
properly and punctually attend to its own 
affairs. ae. 

The whole matter is now in the hands of 
the munitipal authorities. They can pre- 
vent all the confusion suggested by counsel, 
but confusion or .no confusion, the Legis- 
lature seems to have considered the pro- 
tection of life and property as of the high- 
est importance and to so have written the 
law that such protection could be secured 
under all circumstances. me 

This court says: “Certainly that partisan- 
Ship which was opérated so cruelly upon the 
Whole police force of St. Louis for nearly 
ifive months and made them the prey of 
usurers, has not added anything of honor 
to the Republican administration.”’ 

This mandamus fs effective at once. If 
the city wishes to carry this case into high- 
er courts it can make application to United 
States Commissioner sberg at Jefferson 
City for a writ of error or apply to one 
‘of the Justices of the Federal Supreme 
‘Court for a like writ.

Resistance of the provisicns of the new 

Police law was finally avandored by the 
Republican c'ty administration Tuesday 
morning, when City Counselor Schnur- 
macher received notice that the Supreme 
Court had overruled his moticn for a modi- 
fication of judgment. 
, But Assistant Auditcr Mason says the 
work of auditing the pay rolls will require 
two weeks,\so those membere of the Police 
Department who ‘have been depending upon 
back pay to make Christmas pleasant will 
he disappointed. 

Mr. Schnurmacher, ‘mmediately upon re- 
ceiving the notification, instructed Auditor 
Mason to audit the pay rolls. Under the 
decision of the Supreme Court, which ob- 
viates the neceseity of an appropriation by 
the Municipal Assembly to comply with the 
law,. there is no likelihood that *anybody 
will be imprisered or fined for failure to 
obey the cqurt’s order. 

Auditor Mason is the only official con- 
cerned at present, and he is in no mood 
to take upon himself the responsibility of 
further resistance. 

Thé motion filed by Mr. Schnurmacher 
was for a@ modification ef that part of the 
decision ‘which declared that after provid- 
ing for the Heaith Department, city light- 
ing and the public débt, the balance of 
the city money was at the service of the 
Police Department.

FIVE CHARRED BODIES IN ONE. 


OF SIX INJURED IT IS THOUGHT 
NONE MAY SURVIVE. ° 


There Were No Fire Escapes, but Some 
of the Occupants Hung on to 
Window Frames Until 
Rescued. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Seven lives were 
lost in two big tenement houses which were 
de&troyed by fire in this city early to-day. 
Five charred bodies were found on the 
upper floors of a burned tenement at One 
Hundred and Second street and Third ave- 
nue, known as the Mentor, and five women 
and a little g-ri, all badly burned, were car- 
ried from the blazing house to nearby hos- 
pitals. There is thought to be but slight 
chance of any of the six surviving. Sev- 
eral other persons only escaped from the 
flames and dense smoke with cuts and 
bruises. 

Among the dead are: John Barret, wife 
and daughter, Julia, the latter 6 years old. 
The others dead are a woman believed to 
be Mrs. Annie Farrey and Richard Nicker- 


gon. 
The injured are: Delta O'Connell, Kate 
Farley, Susan McAdee, Mary Barrett, 
Mamie Scary. 

A few hours earlier a deadly fire attacked 
the five-story tenement on Tenth avenue, 
burning to death Mrs. Martin Fox and her 
child, Georges 2% years old. 

The charred remains of both were found 
after the fire. 

Mr. Fox is a hackman and was not at 
home. 

The first fire is supposed to have started 
in the ce,lar. The airshaft in the bulding 
and the stairs aided the fire in gaining 
such a rapid headway that there was no 
successful fighting of the flames, whita 
fad gained tremendous headway when the 
firemen arrived. The building was occu- 
pied by a liquor store on the first floor 
and on the upper floors by families. When 
the fire was discovered by a man nam 
Ward the flames were coming gut of the 
hallway. Ward could not enter the hall 
because of the fire and he ran into the 
street and threw stones at the windows. 
Tere were no fire escapes on the front of 
the building. Presentiy Ward saw at the 
fourth floor window a woman hanging 
on the ledge, the fire having already in- 
vaded her rooms. She proved to be Della 
O’Connell. Her sister was also climbing out 
of the window, and she had already been 
severely burned and half suffocated by 
smoke. 

Both women were hanging from the win- 
dow when a hook and ladder came up. The 
men at once put up scaling and extension 
ladders and firemen climbed up. At the 
fourth: floor another woman, Mrs, Susan 
McAdee, © years old, was found partiy 
burned and dazed by smoke, hanging out 
of a window. The firemen tied a — 
around Mrs. McAdee and let her safely 
down. 

Three firemen caught the O’Connell wom- 
e. in their arms, not an instant too soon. 
Both were badly burned. 

By this time more women and men were 
found at the windows, having been driven 
out of their rooms by the flames. 

A few of the people escaped by the rear, 
where there were fire escapes. 

Hook and Ladder Captain Turpenny 
scxled a ladder to the top floor and found 
little Mary Barrett holding o the win- 
dow ledge. A sheet of flame had struck 
her in the eyes and burned them out. Her 
father, mother and little sister Were burned 
to death. e doctors say she cannot live. 

Mary Seary was found at one of the up- 
per floor windows crouching in a corner, 
too suffocated by smoke and too much 
burned to be able to help herself.

NO BRITISH 


At Every Point in the Field of Opera- 
tions the South Africans Now 
Have the Advantage. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—The War Office de- 
declined either to confirm or contradict the 
report telegraphed by a correspondent of 
the Daily Mail that Gen. Bu‘ler has crossed 
the Tugela River and that Gen. Methuen’s 
communications have been cut. 

That Buller has made a successful for- 
ward movement is fiot probable. If he 
had, ‘t is reasoned that the War Office 
would not only be apprised of it, but 
would hasten to give the comfort such 
news would contain to the depressed Brit- 
ish nation. Im the sharply censored reports 
of the battle on the Tugela last Friday, 
the fact comes out that a part of Buller’s 
forces succeeded in crossing the river, but 
were forced back later in the day. Pos- 
sibly from this fact has grown the rumor 
that Buller has succeeded in crossing the 
river. 


While there is no confirmation of the re- 
port that Methuen has been cut off, it is 
likely to be true. Methuen is in a much 
more serious situation than Buller, as the 
latter has his lines of communication, 
with his base, only about 140. miles long, 
well protected... Methuen is over 600 mileg 
from the sea, and % miles in his rear 
lies the Orange River, a broad and rapid 
stream, The destruction of the railway 
‘bridge at Orange Station will prevent re- 
inforcements from reaching Methven as 
-well as cut off his retregt to the South. 
It is not posisble that. the Boers are over- 
looking this strategig point 

According to the latest news from Gen. 
Methuen, dated Sunday, December 17, the 
Boers were gathering reinforcements 
and extending their fortifications on 
doth his flanks. It was regarded 
as impossible for the British to turn the 
Boer flank, which was resting on the 
Modder River to the east and rapidly ap- 
proaching the river to the west. The Boer 
lines of entrenchments were continuous 
and capable of rapid concentration at 
many points.

Mrs. Hallie Tate Took a Fatal Dose 
Because of Il] Health and 
Unhappiness. 


Because she was ill and her husband had 
lost his position, Mrs. Hallie Tate of 1723 
Franklin avenue took rat poison Monday 
night. She died at the City Hospital 
Tuesday morning. 


Tate is an iron worker. Monday he went 
out to seek empleyment When he re- 
turned late in the evening, he found his wife 
lying on a couch in the dining room, un- 
conscious.

He says she was not in want, despite the 
fact that he was out of empolyment, for 
he had saved enough money to provide her 
with everything she needed.

now that, aS a consequence of the decéption practiced upon 
your honest confidence, your eeuntry is about to be handed to 
the ownersh‘p and control of the great speculative banks and 
their assoc ated trusis and comb.nations; may’ we not: appeal ‘to: 
you to come to the rescue of the liberties of the people and 
their imper.led in8titu jong? 

‘In the spring of 1897 the undersigned took the eteps leading 
to the organization Of the Silver Repwhblican party. Against 
the betrayers of the Republicanism of Abraham Lincoln that par- 
ty resolved to wage Unending war.

PURELY WALL STREET FLURRY. 
The Treasury Department Sees Noth- 
ing Alarming in the Situation. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Treasury 
Department does not regard the financial 


situation as alarming. It looks upon it 
purely as a Wall street panic, due largely 
to overspeculatfon and the nervousness in 

England, caused by British reverses in 
South Africa. England must undoubtedly 
have gold, and as it cannot obtain gold 
from buropean centers every effort will be 
made to draw it from New York, even if 
& substantial premium has -to be paid. In- 
vestigation shows the national banks 
throughout the country, with but few ex- 
ceptions, are in excellent condition and are 
in a position to take.care of all legitimate 
demands which may be made upon them. 

tor the past year Comptroller Dawes has 
cautioned the banks to be extremely care- 

fuleabout making loans on industrials,. @s- 
peciaily the new Issues, and the majority 
of the banks have heeded this caution. 
The trust companies, not being under 
Treasury supervision, have been less dis- 
criminating, and the inflated prices on the 
Stock Exchange haveé been possible because 
speculators, unable to secure accommuoda- 
tions from the national banks, have found 
ihe trust companies willing to accept non- 
dividend-paying shares as collateral for 
loans. 

The present condition of affairs is partly 
due, fn the opinion, of Treasury officials, 
to great quantities of money having been 
loaned by the West to the East during the 
past few months, because money was in 
greater demand in the Bast than in the 
West and commanded a higher rate of in- 
terest The West now wants some of this 
money back and has been calling on New 
York for repayment, which has compelled 
the banks to call loans from their cus- 
tomers. 

‘The action of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in tncreasinge the amount of money in 
depository banks is expected to correct 
this, Secretary Gage points out that the 
Treasury can release from $3,000,000 to $0,- 
000,000 which the banks can use to gatisfy 
the demands of their customers. 

It will take some time, however, to get 
all this money out of the Treasury and in 
the ‘thands of the banks. 

The suggestion has again been made to 
Secretary Gage that he should go into the 
market once more and buy bonds, but this 
the Secretary is not inclined to do, espe- 
clally as he would have to pay a higher 

rice for the bonds than he offered under 
is last call. 

The House currency bill which passed 
permits the national] banks to issue notes to 
the par value of bonds held by them. Al- 
though the Senate may modify the bill in 
other particulars, this provision will doubt- 
less be retained. With this bill a law the 
national bank note circulation will be in- 
creased about $24,000,000
